President Harding said he did not 
expect ever to see the eighteenth 
amendment lished, but that un- 
doubtedly the public mind was shifting 
somewhat in regard to the prohibition 
enforcement.

ARTICLE Iv. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 15.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Indirect aids to the American 
merchant marine provided in the pend- 


ing ship subsidy bill include the re 
quirement that one-half of the immi- 


grants coming into the United States 
shall be carried in American vessels 


and the establishment of a policy that 

the government itself shall patronize 

American vessels whenever possible. 
The immigration requirement fits in 


admittance of foreigners under a per- 
centage quota system. Regulations 
for the enforcement of the new pro- 
vision would be made by the com- 
| missioner general of immigration with 
the approval of the secretary of labor. 
It is intended that a system of control 
at the ports of embarkation shall pro- 
vide for the issuance of consular cer- 
tificates and with a restriction that 
one-half of the monthly issue shall be 
valid only if holders are transported 
in American vesseis. 
Power Given to President. 


The immigration requirement would 
not take effect as to immigrants trans- 
ported in foreign vessels until a time 
fixed by proclamation of the Presi- 
dent. The President is authorized 
whenever, in his opinion, the provi- 
sions are in conflict with treaties with 
a foreign country, to take such steps 
as may be necessary to remove such 
conflict.

tual monopoly of this sort of traffic 
passing through Germany as a result 
of their management of control sta- 
tions Which were established in 1894 
to prevent the spread of cholera then 
raging in .Russia.
